It wan supposed that he was 
getting over this or at least had a fair 
chance for recovery on Tuesday. On 
Weduesday his heart began to show 
signe of failare and from then oo, un- 
til his death, be was only kept alive 
by the use of oxygen and other power- 
fol stimalante. 

Dr. Morris was the son of the late 
Dr. L. W. Mortis, of Privoeas Anne, 
who married a sister of the late Dr. 
F. M. Siemous, and was forty six 
years of age. Hu graduated at the 
Maryland University and settled in 
Salisbury, where he practiced his pro- 
fession for nearly twenty six years. 
He was a partuer of his unvle, Dr. 
F. M. Siemons, for years, and was very 
popular in all circles where he was 
known. His patients and those who 
knew him iu the sick room feel that 
they have lost one of their closest 
friends aud a valovd advisor. 

Quiet aud unassuming, Dr. Morris 
vas liked and respected by all. In 
his death this commopity has lost a 
valuable oitizen and one that ie will 
take u good while before hia place 
can be filled. 

He is survived by his widow and 
one son, Louis W. Morris, Jr., and by 
two sisters, Mrs. O. W. Wainwright 
and Mrs. W O. Laukford, of Princess 
Anne.

Bicycles Rapidly Losing 
Popularity. 


A prelimioary statement of the gen- 
oral results of the thirteenth census of 
establishments engaged in the manu- 
facture of bicycles, motoroyoles and 
parts bas beep issced by Director Du- 
rand of the Bureau of Census. 

The high; water mark in the bioyole 
industry waa reached abont 1899, when 
the value of the agncal prodant 
amounted to more than 381. 000. 000. 
By 1904, the valne of the prodact had 
decreased to $5,153,000. About 1904 the 
motorcyoly came into prominence and 
ite manufacture has Incréased rapidly. 

The general summary «shows in- 
creases in ell the items at the census 
of 1909 as compared with that for 1904, 
except iu the number of establish- 
ments, which decreased from 101 in 
1904 to 95 in 1909, or eix per cent 
The capitul invested aa reported in 


8) 1000 waa $9,780 000, a gain of $5,897, - 
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000, or 6R per cout over 5, 88, 000 in 
1904 The average capital per estah. 
lishment was approximately $103,000 
in 1908 and $58,000 in 1904, The val- 
us of the producta was 310.69. 000 in 
1909 and $5,153,000 in 1904, an 109- 
crease of 85,546,000. or 108 per cent. 
The average per establishment waa 
approximately $15,000 m 1909. and

After the hustling of the first few 
days in Legislative ciroles, things 
seum to be drifting along rather atow- 
ly at Aunapolis. It is apparent, how- 
ever, thut the present calm is a very 
transient proposition, for a storm is 
brewing underneath the surface on 
more than oue of the proposed mens- 
ures, Senator Price’s recommenda. 
tions on the oyster question seemed to 
have met with quite a response in the 
minds of those who huve given this 
much discosesd—and shall we say 
abused? question, oarefol considera- 
tion. The idaa of making our batten 
beds nguin teem with the luscious aud 
valuable bivalve is one of the things 
that all would tike to see. 

The real live issue, judging from 
the vomments of the prese—and oth- 
ersa—is the Local Option Bill of the 
Anti-Saloon League, Politicians who 
have become adepts at dodging issnes, 
are having all they can do to avoid 
this. As the sessions grows, it is ap- 
Parent that the vote on this matter 
will be close. It is claimed by the 
advocates uf this bill, that the reoent 
attempt to railroad some of the Re 
publicaus of Bultiniore City, who 
were returned as elected, out uf office, 
was due to the desiro of the liquor 
men to replace them with men true 
and tried, Anywav the Autt-Ssloon 
peoph clufm the credit for checking 
this program. The Speaker and Mr. 
Anderson have had some few exchang-

Mr. Phillips, of this County. has 
introdnoced a Bill relative to the game 
laws of Wicomico. At the present 
time thie seems to be abont the only 
bill that applies to Wicomico County 
alone, which has yet mado its appear- 
ance. As soon asthe people of the 
County vome to some decision relative 
to a bond issne for road improvements, 
u bill carrying out their wishes will 
be introduced, the same iu the propos- 
ed issne of bonds for the City improve- 
ments.

For Advanced Progress In in Good Roads — 
Another Meeting Next Tuesday. 

The Committee appointed dy the 
chairman of the meeting held in the 
Oourt House on Tuesday of last week. 
consisting of Thos. Perry, Judga E. 
Stanley Toadvin, W. M. Oooper, Jay 
Williams, and H. M. Olark, for the 
purpose of formulating plana for road 
improvement and drafting a bill- in 
accordance therewith submitted a 
draft of bili to the County Commis 
sioners last Tuesday. The general 
Outlines of the plan are these; 

The bill provides fora bond issue of 
$100,000, one fourth of which shail 
be lesued yearly for the next four 
years. Tho fanda derived from the 
sale of these bonds shali be apportion- 
ed to the various Election Distriots of 
the County, in proportion to the.mile- 
age of said districts as shown by the 
Maryland Geological Survey, not 
counting any State roada passing 
through the districts as part of the 
mileage. And for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of the law 
an unpaid commission composed of 
three or five persons to be determin- 
ed upon later, to be appointed by the 
Board of County Commissioners shall 
have entire charge of the work and 
for tne execution of the same may 
bave the ose of any road machinery 
belonging to the county. The county 
roads engineer shall aleo act as roads 
engineer for the Uommission, 

The Commission sball make an an- 
nna! report to the Board of County 
Commissiouere for work done for the 
year ending May 31 for publication 
by the Commisnopers with tbeir an- 
nual report.

Gentlemen:—It seem that a fow 
people huve decided to bond the City 
of Sellabury for $50 000 without referr- 
ing the matter to the people. It would 
also seem now that a meeting is tobe 
held on next Tuesday to decide wheth- 
er Wicomico County shall be bouded 
for 8100, 000 without a reference to the 
people. 

It is wonderful to think that at a 
time wheu the Democracy is trying 
to get near the people by direct pri- 
maries at u time when the people are 
trying to get rid of Mahon and his 00- 
terle of followers in Maryland, and 
let the people rule, that anyone should 
be unwilling to trust the people to aay 
whether they shall be bonded ou auch 
a large amount. 

Free Risin, in his palmiest day of 
bossiem,—Mahon, at the aome of his 
power never attempted to bond the 
Olty of Baltimore without submitting 
the question to the people of that city. 

Saliabory has now a bonded indebt- 
edness of 647.000. T o proposed issue 
of bonds for the city woold bring its 
bondel indebtedness to §97,000. Ite 
proportion of the Coanty bond debt is 
now §%1,000 and of the proposed bond 
derne for the County of 6100 000 if is- 
sued, would amount to at least 635, 000. 
It would seem that thu situation Is 
serious enough to submit to the peo 
ple. 

The advocates of both menguren 
should certainly be willing to trust 
the people, in a matter al) of them 
are Interested in to do right, and to 
vote ou the question, as they deem 
beat. I cannot conceive why the peo- 
ple, who are trusted to elect Presl- 
dents, Governors, and other officers, 
canuot be trusted to determine wheth- 
er a blanket mortgage uball be put on 
tho property holders of the City aud 
Covoty.

Would Make Bars Productive. 


It is pretty oertain that if,oyster 
shells were liberally scattered on the 
natural bara as clutch, thos bars 
would soon become as productive as 
over. Many of the bars have been 
scraped aofolean that there ie nothing 
for the spat to catuh to, and the result 
is that most of them are greatly dè- 
pleted, and some of them are now ro. 
garded as barren bostoms. It has long 
been the desire of tne oyster people to F 
restore these bara to their former pro- 
ductiveneas, but they have never been 
able to accomplish it. In 1910 a la, 
was enacted providing for reshelliog. 
the natural beds, and a tax was levied 
upon oysters to provide funds. That 
tax was declared Invalid by the court 
and nothing could be done, 


industry May Bo Rescued. 


“I am advised that the members of 
the Shellfish Commission have said 
thas they bad information that from 
20,000 to 40,000 acres of barren bot- 
toma would be leased within eighteen 
months utter the Campbell Bill pass- 
es. This would give ac the proposed 
rental of $1 tu acre a revenue of from 
$20,000 to $40,000 a year. I believe 
that if the Oampbell Bill were amend- 
ed so as to give half this revenve to 
reshelling the natural beds, it would 
revonoile the oystering people to the 
bill by showing that their rights and 
interests ure boing fairly considered. 
As for me, I could not bring myse)t to

Fur Seta of One Kind Are Matched 
With Another, In the Latest 
Idea of Fashion. 

Many of the fur sets these days are 
lined with a different fur, or with 
satin of a color that is sharply con- 
trasted with that of the fur. This lin- 
ing is made as conspicuous as pos- 
sible by having the ends flaring out 
in the muff, or even by having the 
edges turned back into deep cuffs and 
having the scarf trimmed with the 
lining fur or satin as the case may be.

principal diet of the calf for eight 
months or a year. Factory skim-milk 
should always be pasteurized to avoid 
the spread of tuberculosis. The best 
skim-milk is that which is fresh from 
the separator and still warm. Ex- 
periments show that it is only one 
fourth as expensive to raise a calf on 
skim-milk as whole milk: Two 
pounds of grain with the proper 
amount of skim-milk equals one 
pound of butter fat. Buttermilk or 
whey may profitably be fed to calves. 

Grain for calves should be fed first 

while the calf is quite small with a 
little. bran to ald the calf in learning 
to eat. High priced concentrates are 
unnecessary and give not better re 
sults than corn meal, oats and bran, 
ground barley, etc, when fed in 
proper combinations. At four to six 
weeks a calf has good teeth and can 
grind his own feed. A variety of 
feeds is advantageous and best re 
sults will usually be secured from mix- 
tures. 
The following list may serve as a 
guide to the calf feeder in making 
selections or combinations to suit his 
conditions: 

1. Corn meal gradually changed in 
four to six weeks to shelled corn with 
or without bran. 

2. Whole oats and bran. 

3. Whole oats and corn chop, the 
latter gradually replaced by shelled 
corn in four to six weeks. 

4. Ground barley with bran or 
shelled corn. 

5. Shelled corn and ground Kafir 
corn or sorghum. 

6. Whole oats, ground barley and 
bran. 

7. A mixture of 20 pounds of corn 
meal, 20 pounds of oat meal, 20 
pounds of oll meal, 10 pounds of blood 
meal and 5 pounds of bone meal, 
changed to corn, oats and bran when 
calves are three months old. 

8. A mixture of 5 pounds whole 
oats, 3 pounds bran, 1 pound corn 
meal and 1 pound of linseed meal. 

The calf may be taught to eat 
grain by rubbing a little on its mouth 
when it is through drinking milk. 
From this it will soon learn to eat 
from the feed box. 

The roughage for calves should 
first be fed at two or three weeks of 
age when the calf begins to eat grain. 
Good clean hay, either timothy, blue 
grass, clover or alfalfa, may be used. 
Corn silage is an excellent calf feed 
when fed in moderate amounts. Good 
pasture is an essential after four to 
six months of age, and if the calf is 
turned out for only a few hours each 
day at first scours will be avoided.

Dressed geese are largely in demand 
in the cities during the fall months, 
but choice birds will bring good 
prices the entire year, writes W. F. 


Purdue, in an exchange. Do not of- 
fer old stock, however, as they are not 
desired by the purchasers, and are 
more suitable to thelr owners as 
breeders. There is no advantage of 
selling off the old stock of geese, as 
they live many years, and the older 
birds are generally best for breeding 
purposes, and the young ones bring 
better prices in the market. 

Do not proceed to fatten the geese 
suddenly, but confine gradually. Al- 
low several in a small yard, which 
should be kept clean and somewhat 
darkened. 

Cora meal and milk, with some beef 
Scraps, wheat and brewers’ grains 
fatten well. 

A mash composed of four parts 
cornmeal, ene part wheat bran, one 
part middlings and ene part of beef 
scraps is a very good ration. Wet 
this just enough to have it in a dry, 
crumbly state, and feed all they will 
eat up clean three times a day. 

Do not give them green food while 
fattening. They should be kept away 
from bathing water during this pe 
riod, but a plenty of water for drink- 
ing purposes should be kept in their 
pen. Also keep a good supply of grit 
before them. Fast for twenty-four 
-hours before killing. 

Goslings may be put up to fatten 
when from 8 to 10 weeks old. After 
they are 12 weeks old they will begin 
to shed, and will fatten readily then 
until the ond of the season. Previ- 
ous to being confined. they should 
have a good range where grass is 
plentiful, and it will then require but 
a few days to get them ready. 


Dry Shelter for Sheep, 

If you are going in for a few sheep 
this season, don't overlook the matter 
of shelter. Sheep must bd kept dry as 
to fleece and feet, otherwise your ven- 
ture will result disastrously. Provide 
dry quuarters for wet, weather and 
you'll have no difficulty in carrying 
them over.

“FROZEN HUMAN “BODY 
Found Near Allen— Young Cathell Had Been 
to Salisbery Sunday. ; 


Sonaliderable mystery sarrounds the 
strange death of Rollie Oatbell, ‘son 
of Mr. Charles Oathiell. a prominent 
farmer of near Allen, about eight 
miles from this city, who was found 
dead Monday morning in the stables of 
his home. Young Oathell spent Bun. 
day evening in thiscity, with friends, 
and aeted tn be in the beat of health 
when he started to dtive home at 

| night abont twelve o'clock. Monday 
morning his father, wondering why 
hia son had not returned home, went 
to the stables, where the horse bis son 
‘had used waa in the. stall. anhitched 
and lyjng nearby Was the frozen body 
of hia son. Medical wid was sammon- 
ed at once, and upon examination it 
wae found that the boy was dead, and 
frozen stiff. Considerable difference 
of opinion seems to exist as to the 
nause of the boy’s sudden death, aud 
those advnoned are that he was over- 
come by the cold after hia long drive, 
and after unhitching the horse, was 
too cold to make his way to the house 
nearby, but was frozen to death, with 
relief aud help about twenty five 
yards wav. Another opinion, and 
this by the attending physician, waa 
that death was oaneed by a paralytio 
stroke -whioh “struck his heart, and 
that he was overcome before he could 
get out of the etables, There were 
no. marks of any character that would 
eoggest foul play, and while the body 
was found almost under the feat of 
the horse, hia body was not brulsed in 
any manner. While the physlolans' 
opinion ia tegarded by some as cor- 
reot, the family of the boy believe he 
was frozen to death, as Sunday night 
was one of the coldest of the winter, 
it being about thros degrees above ze- 
ro, with a cold wind blowing. The 
long drive in the biting wind and 
cold, no doubt, numbed the boy, until 
he did not realize -his own condition, 
and thinking first of his horse, put

occasionally some one species appears 
in such numberless hordes that the 
crop of large sections is devoured and 
great havoc is wrought. 

No qther animal attacking the un- 
derground parts of alfalfa can equal 
or even closely approach the gopher 
in destructiveness. It has proven one 
of ‘the most formidable mammalian 
pests with which alfalfa growers 
have had to contend. Kansas alone 
suffers a loss of fully $800,000 yearly. 
This damage is not directly in the de- 
struction of the alfalfa plant so much 
as it is in the interference with the 
work ef cutting the orop and the loss 
by reason of having to cut the plant 
tar above the greund, to avoid running 
into the mounds thrown up by the go- 
phers. This loss amounts to about 
one-tenth ef the entire crop. Besides 
the, damage to alfalta, there is a mi- 
Jar one te er, timothy and native 
meadews, and the direct destruction of 
vegetable gardens and other crops. 
The gopher has the external cheek 

ches, atrong lower jaws, fore feet 
strengly develeped for digging, and 
very small eyes and ears. 

The gepher tunnels hither and 
thither tm search of feed, at intervals 
4 short lateral burrews to the 
nur through which it pushes the 
excavated earth and dumpé it outside, 
thus forming the mounds that indicate 
ita presence and mark ite progr s. 
These animals are most active during 
the fall and spring, and ene [ndividual 
Gay throw up several mounds dally 
for several weeks at a time. During 
these seasons the work of a few go- 
phers in an alfalfa field may cause 
the unitiated to suppose the field in- 
fested by dozens.

CONCRETE POST 
NEVER WEARS OUT 


Heavy, Smooth Wire May be Used 
For Reenforcing Then Mest 
Concrete Forms Are F 
Triangular. 


Concrete fence posts mever wear 
out. To make them, forms of wood or 
metal are used. Where various forms 
are required, as corner post, brace 
posts or gate posts, probably wood 
forms are the cheaper, In R 
large number of posta of one kind is 
to be used, metal forms are more de- 
sirable. They are lighter, more easily 
handled, and last longer than wooden 
forms, They alse give a better sur- 
face finish to the concrete. 

There are several kinds ef roen- 
forcement. Perhaps the best is the 
commercial reds placed on the mar- 
ket for concrete reenforcing. The 
more common materials for this pur- 
pose are heavy, smooth wire and gal- 
vanized barb wire.

The mixture of concrete depends 
upon where the post is to be used. 
One part cement to four of sand is 
good. For posts in isolated places, 
not subject to strain, a mixture of one 
to five is suMcionut. Those used in a 
corral or around farm bulldings where 
stock Is kept are subject to constant 
strain and a mixture of one to three 
is preferable. This gives a more 
dense material when hard.

In summer 1 may, bed te take 
the trouble westen the poison, but 
in the ‘and ‘early ‘spring it does 
not seem worth while to do this. The 
poisoned food being introduced to the 
burrows below the surface, there is 
no danger of poisoning stock. It might 
‘be well, however, not to let swine run 
in the alfalfa fields for a time after 
the poison has been put out. 

Cut the potatoes or other food into 
pieces not more than three-fourths of 
an inch in diameter. Cut a slit in 
each piece and with the point of the 
knife blade insert a Httle sulphate of

strychnine; as much as half the bulk 
of a grain ef wheat will answer the 
purpose. The molature from the pota- 
to will cause the poison to adhere to 
the blade. Prepare the bait in sufi- 
cient quantity before going to the 
field. 

Whatever sort of bait may be used, 
Buccess depends upon introducing it 
into fresh runways. Choose fresh- 
lodkjng mounds and prod on the line 
between them with a wagon rod or 
sharpened broom handle to locate the 
runway; or, failing there, prod about 
the freshest mounds. The sudden giv- 
tng of the soil and the apparent loose- 
ness of the stick In it is sufficient to 
show that the runway has been locat- 
d. Remove the prod and drop a tea- 
spoonful of the poisoned bait into the 
borrow, leaving the hole open. Level 
the mounds with some sort of a drag, 
and as soon as new ones appear locate 
the burrows and put poison into them. 

In case the area to be treated is 
large some sort of a special instru- 
ment for locating the runways is de- 
sirable. A very good one can.be made 
from a spade handle by covering the 
pointed end with iron and fastening a 
foot rest about 15 inches above the 
point. 

By the use of the means just de 
scribed the enterprising farmer can 
rid his land of gophers and keep them 
out of it. Once the farm is freed, the 
vigilance and prompt treatment neces- 
Bary to keep it so will require but 
little time and effort. 


EXCELLENT FOR

Two Pieces of Strong Timber Ar 
ranged to Serve as Rack 
Very Easy to Con- 
struct. 


Take two four-by-five pieces of very 
strong wood 11 to 12 feet long, and 
cut a notch in each, so as to fit down 
over hind bolster of the ‘wagon to 
prevent the rack from slipping back- 
ward or forward, says the Homestead. 
Use four or six standards on each side 
and the same number of crosspieces, 
so placed that the standard in going 
down through the socket catches 
against the end ef the crossplece, as 
shown in the accompanying sketch.

The voting ot Republicans in our 
Primaries last year was very distaste- 
fal to the majority of the Democrats, 
and in some caves this vote is believed 
to have had the controlling voice— 
for instance the defeat of the direct 
primary law then voted upon.

When the men now in our churches 
live more consistent ohuroh lives 
among their business [associates mak- 
fog the church of God the highest 
symbol of Ohristian product, then the 
men ont of the obureb will be more 
ready to becume church men The 
church itvelf is reverended by the av- 
erage man, whetber he be a church 
man or not. The representative man 
of the chorch has of past years how- 
ever, been far below the standard of a 
church man. It is through this move- 
ment that the iudifferent layman is 
awakened to his obligations and re- 
sponeibilities for service and fellow- 
snip among mankind, 

There are five active phases of work 
srt forth by this movement whioh 
gives any man who desires to be of 
some personal help to seme one else 
the opportunity to so relate himeelf 
to the work within his charch that he 
roon becomes a part of the working 
force of the chuton.

Concrete Example. 


Let each church set before it a prao- 
tical illustration as to the meaning of 
**Couservation.’’ Let it be assumed 
that there are now ten men or fifty 
men jn the partioular neighborhood of 
that ohuroh, revently quickened into 
a new religious earnestness. Let 
that church determine just What it 
would do with these men and for 
them. May we urgently suggest: 

(a) They must be given something 
to do.

CALLS “CAUSE” FAILURE 


Druggists Wil Dem- Men And Religion Movement—intoresting | Mrs. Garrett Raps Wor Woman Suffrage— 


Points To Other States—*‘Votes For 
Women“ No Longer Theory. 

There are women here and women 
there among them physicians and 
lawyers, representing a small, busy 
body, but not representing the women 
of Maryland, trying to burden the 
women of this State with a beavy re- 
sponsibility. These women think the 
world depends on their effort. Beset 
with suffrage they let all things go 
until they get what they want. 

Thus declared Mra. Robert Garrett 
before a large audience composed of 
many young women and three men in 
the assembly hall of Strayer’s Busi- 
ness College, in an address before the 
Stenographer’s Association of Balti- 
more. A 

Mre. Garrett's subject was Wo- 
men's Opposition to Women Sauf- 
frage. She wus introduced by Mr 
Hart Rowe, president of the Stenog- 
raphers’ Association. Mr. Rowe, who 
for a while lived in Denver, where 
the women have the ballot, declar- 
ed that suffrage for women 18 
good in theory but bad in practice. "’ 


Ballot No Benefit, She Contends. 


Mra. Garrett told the young women 
that much bas been said about work- 
ing conditions being improved under 
woman suffrage rule. To disprove 
this the speaker quoted laws from’ 
States having women suffrage and 
from those States in whioh the ballot 
ia restricted to men. She gave statis- 
tics to prove that working women are 
protected toa greater degree in States 
where they have no suffrage than in 
those where they have the voting 
kranobise. : 

**Qolorado, with its woman suffrage 
for 16 years, bas not improved its pa- 
litioa! oonditions,’’ deolared Mrs. 
Garrett. On the contrary, Judge 
Lindsey, of Denver, haa proved that 
the votes of women are practically 
held in bondage. Some suffragists in 
Baltimore believe that when they are 
permisted to vote a panacea for all 
governmental ills will be at hand. 
This 18 a great mistake, for it is abso- 
lutely certain that the women will be 
obliged to vote with one party or the 
other. 


“Tried And Found Wanting.” 

Woman suffrage is fHöt a theory an 
longer. It has been tried and fonnd 
wanting. Why sbould the burden of 
politioal strife be placed on the shoal- 
ders of women? A woman oan exer- 
cise a greater influence in the man- 
agement of ber home than by putting 
herself on equal politioal footing 
with her husband and marching to 
the polls, deserting her home and 
doing things in the onuse of suffrage. 
Suffrage ıs no longer an experiment. 
lt is a failure. | 

Do not the women of Colorado 
sbare with the men voters their re- 
sponsibility of the corruption of oor- 
poration politics? Where bas woman 
enffrage oleaned political parties? 
For 16 years women have shouldered 
the responsibiilty of unclean politics 
in Colorado with the men of that 
State. The women there are simply 
part of one party or another, voting 
generally as do the men of the fam- 
ilies. it 18 preposterous to say, or 
for any boav of suffragiate to say that 
the women of Maryland want suffrage. 
There are women dere and women 
there, doctors and lawyers, represent- 
ing a small busy little body, and not 
representing the women of Maryland. 
trying to borden the women of this 
State with a heavy responsibility. 

“There are more than 600,000 wo- 
men in Maryland, and it is for this 
great number of daughters and moth- 
ers to say whether they want suffrage, 
and not for a amall body of women 
to do 80.“

Opposes Judges’ Recall. 

“I believe in the initiative and ref- 
erendum, because they will give the 
people real represnntative govern- 
ment.“ said Governor Wilson. They 
are State and local questions, and are 
designed to give the people the power 
in localities where special interests 
have obtained contro! of public affaim. 
I have never heard them saggented un 
a substitute for representative govern- 
ment In fact, they will safegoarll 
the people im preserving representa- 
tive government wherever aud whom- 
ever it is necessary, 

"I have never favored the recall of 
judges, because they are not adminis- 
trative officers of the Government. 
They simply interpret and enforce the 
law. To urge the recall of judges ts 
to treat a symptom rather than fhe 
disease. My idea is to abolish the 
laws that make it possible for special 
interests to control the judiciary. 

Sound business need have no fear 
of progresuive government. It is only 
the business that thrives on special 
privilege that je iu danger. 


Sees Democratic Victory- 

I have visited a number of States 
and I think the Demooratic party’s

Is Nosevelt's Plan Eavors Suffrage For 
Them M Ánd Whero They Want l. 


Theodore Roosevelt dissquses Wo- 
men's Rights and tne Duties ot Both 
Men and women, in an editorial in 
the current issne of The Outlook. He 
saya in part; 

“I believe in woman's rights. I 
believe oven more earnestly in the 
performance of duty by both men and 
women, for unloss the average man 
and the average woman live lives of 
duty not only oar dewooraocy but oiv- 
iligation itself will perish I heartily 
believe in equality of rights as be- 
tween man and woman, but alao in 
foll and empbatio racognition of tha 
fact that normally there cannot be 
identity of fanotion. 

Indeed, there must normally be 
complete dissimilarity of fanotion be- 
tween thew. and the effort to ignore 
this patent fact ie silly 

VI believe in woman's anfrage 
wherever the women want it Where 
they do not want it the anffrage 
should not be forced upon them. 1 
think that it would be well to let 
the women themselves and only the 
women, vote at the sane special elao- 
tion ar to whether thay do or do not 
wish the vote as a permanent poaren- 
nion. In other worda, this is peonl- 
inrly a oase for the refarandom ta 
those most directly affectei—that is 
the women themselves Lahguld be 
entirely content to abide the deoision 
either way, fortbough I do vont think 
that the damage prophesied from wn- 
men's voting would come, or has 
come where it hes been tried, I also 
think that very munh less effent 
wonld be pradnoed ons way or the 
other, than the enthusiaste believe.

“I most earnestly denira to empha- 
size iny feeling that the qneation of 
woman suffrage is unimportant oom- 
vared to the great fundamental qnes- 
tions that go to the ront of riebt onn- 
duot as regards both men and women. 
There should be eqnailty of richte 
and duties, but not identity of fnnn- 
tron; aod with the man, na with the 
woman, the prime duties are tbnsa 
related to the home and the family 

“The point whioh I wish to empha- 
aizo in that the supreme importanoe 
and high positiou of tha women of 
the type of Julia Ward Howe cannot 
be materially inoreased by tne possas- 
sion of the ballot.

CHAPTER XXII. 


The Battle In the Shenandoah. 

To me it has always seemed re 
markable that after all my other bat- 
tle experiences—Antietam, Gettys- 
burg, the Wilderness, ay! even in- 
cluding that first fierce baptism of 
fire at Manassas—no action in which 
I ever participated should remain so 
clearly photographed upon memory as 
this last desperate struggle for su- 
Premacy in the Shenandoah. Every 
minute detail of the conflict, at 
least so far as I chanced to be a 
personal participant, rises before me 
as I write, and I doubt not I could 
trace to-day each step taken upon that 
stricken field. 

The revellle had not sounded when 
I first awoke and, rolling from my 
blanket, looked about me. Already a 
faint, dim line of gray, heralding the 
dawn, was growing clearly defined in 
the east, and making manifest those 


The 
tired men of my troop were yet lying 
upon the ground, wrapped tightly in 
their blankets, oblivious of the dead'y 
work before them; but 1 could hear

leaning upon his gun, oddly distorted 
in form by the enveloping mist. 
Directly in advance of where we 
rested, a long hill sloped gently up- 
ward for perhaps a hundred yards, its 
crest topped with a thick growth of 
young oak-trees, yet seemingly devoid 
of underbrush. No troops were 
camped in our immediate front, and 
feeling curious to ascertain something 
of our formation, as well ag to ex- 
amine the lay of the land between us 
and the position occupied by the 
enemy, I walked slowly forward, un- 
hindered, until I attained the crest.

hills similar to those we occupied, L 
could perceive the flames of numerous

est desire for a breakfast to fight on, 
it behooved me to get back within 
our lines. The memory of that ani- 
mated scene In front still fresh upon 
me, how quiet and commonplace ev- 
erything appeared down there in the 
hills.

Right To Decthdo Local Questions For 


Home rule for Baltimore oity and 
the counties of Maryland, euch as will 
give the city or uny of tue counties 
the right to draft thei: own charters of 
loval government, is provided in a 
constitutional amendment bill whioh 
William H. Maltnie, of the City Del- 
egation introduced in the House 
Wednesday. 

Not only does the proposed amend- 
ment give the several communities the 
Tight to select their own systems of 
local government, but gives to the lo- 
oal governments so controlled full con- 
trol over all legislation which ie of 
local effect and application. 


Many Local Bills. 


Inasmuch as two thirds of the bills 
now passed at Annapolis are local 
bills affecting individual counties or 
the city of Baltimore, the passage and 
ratification of ench an amendment 
woold considerably reduce the work 
of the Legislature and give more time 
for the proper consideration of geveral 
legislation. Moreover, it is estima- 
ted that it would considerably reduce 
the chances of ‘‘snake'’ bills affecting 
Baltimroe city or individnal counties. 
whioh, in the general rush of legisla- 
tion ut Annapolis, frequently escape 
notice until after they become laws. 

The Malthie bill provides thut on 
demand of the Mayor and City Conn. 
cil of Baltimore or tlie City Commia- 
sioners of any County, or on petition 
bearing the signatures of not lesa than 
ten per cent of the registered voters 
of the vity or county. there shall be 
elected at the next general election 
occurring not leas than sixty days af- 
ter such demand or petition is filed, 
a charter board fof fifteen registered 
voters of the vity or county. 


To Draft Charters- 


Upon the election of such a board, 
the latter is charged with the duty of 
preparing witbin six months of such 
election a charter or form of goveru- 
ment for the oity or county. Provin. 
ion is then made for the ratification 
or erection of the form of government 
so drafted by the qualified voters of 
the oity or county, and the same role 
is made to apply with respect to alter- 
native forms ot government that muy 
be suggested, or to any amendments 
thereto that might thereafter be pro- 
posed, 

It is further provided thas if the 
Multhte amendment is ratified at tha 
next election it shall be the duty of 
the General Assembly of 1914 to pass 
u poblic general law conferring a grant 
of general powers for sovh county or 
connties, forming a charter under the 
proposed system, such as the general 
powers now enjoyed by the oity of 
Baltimore. It is provided that every 
obarter so formed sh 1) call for u leg- 
islutive budy, which, in Baltimore 
city shall be known as the Olty Coun- 
cil, whether the commission form of 
government be adopted or not. 


Power To Legislate. 


This legislative body, it is set forth 
shall have full power to enact local 
laws, including the power to repeal 
or amend local laws of the oity or 
county enacted by the General Assem 
bly iu the pant upon all matters gov- 
erned by the general powers to be 
granted. No publi6 loval law, reads 
the bill, shall thereafter be enavted 
by the Legislature, and any law so 
drawer as to exempt the oity or any 
county from ite operation is made tu 
be a local law. 

Iu commenting on his bill, 
Malthie said: 

The whole purpose of the measure 
is to provide home rule for Baltimore 
oity aud the counties of the State. In 
a good many States of the country 
constitutional amendwents have been 
passed giving cities the right to draft 
their own oburters. Baltimore is pe- 
cullarly stunted, in that from a Leg- 
islative poiut of view, it is » county 
instead of a oity. Therefore, what 
over freedom of self-government iv 
given it should also be given to the 
counties, 

“Local self-government depends on 
a grant of powers from the State, and 
secondly, on local laws. The first of 
these the local territory should have 
no authority over. Over the loval 
lawa it should have full authority.“ 

This amendment proposes to give 
avy county or the oity of Baltimore 
the right to soleot ita own system of 
governuient, provided it has one ele- 
tive legislative body, whether a coun- 
ty ora commission. This local gov- 
ernment, when formed, ia to have tull 
power to enact all local legislation 
whioh comes within the grant of pow- 
ors made by tnò Leyidatare, {nolod- 
ing the right to repeal exiating local 
laws covered by such grant. 

„At the present time there is a 
broad grant for the oity, and practi. 
cally pone fur the counties, This 
amondment, therefore, proposed tust 
the Légialatare, at ita next session, 
shall grant the necessary powers to 
such counties as choose to avail them - 
solves of the privilege, The amend- 
mode ia so drawn that the exerciso of 
this privilege is optional with each 
county and the oity of Baltimoro,’

At the request of the County Com- 
missioners, the Superintendent of the 
Publio Schools, Mr. W. J. Holloway. 
has prepared a statement showing the 
per capita cost of educating the pupils 
in each of the districta of Wicomico 
Connty. This information was sought 
by the County Commissioners to ascer- 
tain how the funds appropriated by 
the County each year for sohool pur 
poses are distributed. and to be ac- 
quainted with the vost of edncating 
the pupils in each district of this 
County, Soperinteodent Holloway has 
presented to the Commissioners a very 
comprehensive report, whioh is wor- 
thy of careful study. It shows that 
the per capita cost in the white schools 
ranges from $8.83. the lowest, in Den- 
nis District to $23.77, the highest, in 
Sharptown District. The figares giv- 
en are as follows: 

Barren Oreek District — 8 schools, 
enrollment 205, per capita cost $11. 

Quantico District—7 schools, en- 
rullment 483, per capita cost $11 42.

Trappe District—6 schools, enroll- 
ment 281, per capita vost $9 76. 

Natter's Distriot—7 schools, euroll- 
ment 304, per capita cost $9.90. 

Salisbury District—4 schools, en- 
roliment 639, per capita cost 810.98.

The above figures are for a school 
year of nine months, Tue per capita 
cost of the colored schools, open five 
months ranges from 83. 12 to $7.03, The 
latter figures are for Parsons District, 
which has the Colored Industrial 
Bohool,

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STORY OF JAPANESE GOWNS 


Interesting Facts Concerning the 
Origin of Garments Worn Inthe - 
taland Empire. 3 

Nearly every woman nowadays 
cherishes a Japanese gown for house 
wear without realizing how interest- 
ing a garment it is. The égleeves them- 
selves have a curious history. From 
the middle of the aixteenth century 
they began to Increase in length, and, 
especially those for young ladies, have 
extended till now they are from three 
to four feet. This style, known as 


, furisode, became very fashionable. 


The width of the obi, or sash, ħa» 
aleo varied, at first from two and a 
half to three and a half inches, and 
to six, seven, eight and nine inches. 

It fg interesting to note that our 
own new fashions in sleeves and 
sashes originated among the common 
people of Japan, and from them were 
finally adopted by the upper classes. 
The young ladies of the Samuri class 
were the first to follow the popular 
styles in this respect, and the higher 
classes began to follow sult, until now 
these fashions prevail everywhere. 

It is only from about the middle of 
the seventh century that the women 
of the lower classes began to wear 
the long haori, or overcoat, at present 
so common among all classes of both 
sexes. This garment was originally a 
duster worn by men to protect their 
clothes ‘when outdoors, and was then 
called dofuku, or traveling coat. 

Finally they came to be worn in- 
doors, and the women adopted the 
garment. The upper classes in time 
followed the same custom, and now 
the haori is an indispensable part of 
the clothing to be worn on formal oc- 
casions, even in summer.

SECURING GOOD

Small Cement House Makes Excel 
lent Storage Room— 
ing Could be Built 
Cheaply. 


Start the next summer right by 
having your own ice. Unless you do, | 
you will have to pay ice bills, or, if 
you can’t get ice, hang the milk and 
butter in the well—both of which are 
unhappy chores. 

Put up your own ice. A small 
cement house, cheaply made, is just 
the thing in which to store it. This 
house will last longer and keep the 
ice better than a frame building of 
the same construction, says G. M. 
Pratt, architect with the Kansas 
State Agricultural college. 

Either blocks or cement poured in 
large molds can be used. The mix- 
ture sbould be rich enough that the 
walls will not be porous.

Drying String Beans. 

Select young, tender, stringless 
beans, wash them, cut off the stem 
and blossom ends, cut in one-inch 
lengths, and put them on plates or 
trays prepared for the purpose. Cover | 
with a net to protect them from flies, 
and put to dry in a strong current of 
air. Stir occasionally while drying. 
When thoroughly dried, put into in- 
sect-proof bags, tie securely and keep 
in a dry, well ventilated place for fu- 
ture use. Some think beans are im- 
proved by steaming them a short time 
before putting them to dry. Try both 
ways, and decide for yourself which 
sults you better. By putting a few to 
dry each time beans are prepared for 
the table, a good supply may be pre 
served with very little trouble.
